McGiU'a Principal James was among seven university 
and classical college heads called together by Premier 
Antonio Barrette on Monday, it was learned yesterday. 
Purpose of the meeting was to hear the Premier's expla- 
nation of a new plan by which Quebec universities would 
obtain a ?25 million backlog of Federal grants. 



No definite information on the 
new plan has yet been released 
to the public and no announce- 
ment from the Principal's office 
is expected on any details, pend- 
ing a release of such information 
to the public by the government. 

The plan was the result of an 
entente between Premier Barret- 
te and Federal Finance Minister 
Donald Fleming in' Quebec last 
Saturday. Premier Barrctte's. rea- 
son for not announcing the 
agreed formula is that "we now 
must submit our views to our 
respective governments". 

ATTITUDE 

He mentioned, however, that 
Quebec would maintain its "tra- 
ditional" altitude on educational 
matters. 

Quebec universities have re- 
fused Federal grants since 1353 
on the grounds that education is 
under the exclusive jurisdiction 
ot the , provincial government. 
Since then the Federal Govern- 
ment has been forced to hold its 
annual grunts in trust. 

In 1952, the first year they 
were given and the only year 
they- were accepted, the grants 
amounted to 50 cents per capita 



Debaters Active In Fast Week 



McGill's Debating Union has 
been active in many places this 
last week. Two teams attended 
the annual Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology this week- 
end, the Union sponsored a 
high school debating tournament 
on Monday, and today at McGill 
two teams are debating for the 
eastern 1UDL championship. 

At Boston Seyuour Glouber- 
man and Lawrence Davis took the 
affirmative while Joel Bell and 
Stanley Messer upheld the nega- 
tive of the topic: "Resolved that 
Congress should be given the 
power ta reserve the decisions of 
the Supreme Court." 

The affirmative argued that 
Congress, which is the direct 
representative of the peoplo, 
should have the final word in 
legislative matters/ 



^Bell and Messer maintained that 
the United Stales is a Constitution- 
al Federalism. This necessitates 
the superiority of the Constitution 
which determines' the division of 
powers, nnd is the fundamental 
law or the land. If Congress were 
able to reverse Court decisions 
there would be no protection of 
State and- individual rights. 

Both "teams seemed to give 
McGill an adequate repre- 
sentation. The affirmative team 
totaled 150 points for the entire 
tournament, while the winning 
affirmative team of the compet- 
ition scored 187 points. The 
negative tallied with 173 points 
as opposed to 1B1 for the winning 
negative team.

Its affirmative team, consisting 
of the youngest participants in 
tho Tournament, Danny Lowe and 
Robert Singer, was judged the 
best team. They won all of their 
four debates on the topic "Resol- 
ved that Red. China should be ad- 
mitted into the United Nations". 
A tenth grade Northmount de- 
hater, David Stein, was awarded 
the McGill Debating Union Shield 
for the best individual speaker 
of the tournament. 

Chairman of the tournament 
was Billy Fraiberg, who recrui- 
ted upwards of twenty McGill de- 
baters for judging duties. The 
championship debate was judged 
by Ralph Ordower, president of

They were sub- 
sequently raised, first to $1 and 
then to $1.50 per capita. 

$16 million originally from the 
Federal Government for building 
construction is also held in trust 
for Quebec universities by the 
Canada Council. It Is still im- 
probable that the universities 
will be able to obtain this moncv. 
Premier Barrette, the heads of 
Quebec universities and classical 
colleges (including Dr. James), 
and education experts attended 
the conference held last Monday 
in the office of Orner Jules Des- 
aulnicrs, provincial superinten- 
dent ot éducation. 

£AINOR REVISIONS 

Apart from hearing the new 
plan agreed upon by Premier 
Barrette and Finance Minister 
Fleming, the croup worked on 
three bills still to oc passed by 
tho Legislative Assembly. It was 
announced that "minor revisions" 
to the bills will result from their 
work. According to Mr. Desaiil- 
niers, the group "worked on the 
exact phrasing of the legislation 
so that it will mean exactly what 
we want it to mean".' 

NEW BILLS 

Thny also discussed a bill al- 
ready approved by the l,ower 
House. which guarantees univer- 
sity capital loans. Tho threo 
bills not yet passed demand sta- 
tutory yearly gifts to universities 
totalling $1.75 per capita of 
Quebec population, and statutory 
grants to. classical colleges, nor- 
mal schools, high .schools, and 
family institutes. A one per cent 
raise in the corporation profita 
lax would cover the increased 
university grants.

Mill's Lower Campus In Winter 
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Federal Grants Myth 

What with the federal and provincial governments 
sharing headlines these days over news of an agreement 
or entente which will bring a practical finish to the long 
outstanding federal grants controversy, many people are 
misinterpreting the settlement as an acknowledgement 
that Quebec's longstanding policy of refusing federal 
grants was right. 

While we have been warm in our praise of both the 
governments of Mr. Barrette and Mr. Diefenbaker, and 
previously that of the late Mr. Sauve, for their action 
Jn this area, we do not feel that the proposed settlement 
Jh the only legal solution. Perhaps a brief review of the 
history of federal grants would be pertinent at this point. 

Federal grants to universities all across Canada were 
instituted in 19r>2, on the recommendation of the Massey 
commission. The first year, Quebec' universities, along 
-with all the others in Canada, accepted federal money. 
Then the late Premier Duplessis put his foot down. lie 
claimed a clause in the British North America Act, Ca- 
nada's constitution, which gave the provincial legislatures 
exclusive jurisdiction over education, made payment of 
federal money to the universities illegal. The universities 
(whether or not they concurred, we do not know) respon- 
ded to what some have termed political pressures,' and 
turned down subsequent offers of federal aid. Thus for 
over six years, while institutions of higher learning in 
the nine other provinces benefitted from such aid as well 
as money from their own province, Quebec universities 
went through a period of financial hardship. 

Professor Frank R. Scott, noted Canadian expert 
on constitutional law, and a member of McGill's law 
faculty, has more than once pointed out that the British 
North America Act specifically, gave the federal .govern- 
ment authority to spend money where ever it wished, 
and since federal grants did not deprive' the provinces 
of their powers of jurisdiction, or in any way effect these 
powers, they were quite legal. 

Who was right, we shall never know, for no test 
case ever came before the Supreme Court of Canada, the 
Interpreters of our constitution. 

Quebec and Ottawa have come to a compromise 
which effectively gives Quebec universities federal 
grants while saving , the face of. the Union Nationale 
government. They are to be congratulated for, such a 
compromise, but indeed we should never consider that 
federal grants have thus been acknowledged illegal.

The 
existence of a Postgraduate So- 
ciety would have been helpful, 
but up until the time that the 
question of the revised Stu- 
dents' Society Constitution 
arose, we had never heard of 
such an organization. Upon 
checking the Handbook, we 
have found that .the executive 
for this year was still "to be 
elected". < 

As Postgraduate students in 
good standing with this univers- 
ity, we wish to inform you that: 

a) We have never been ad- 
vised- of, nor invited to, any 
meeting for the purpose of 
electing officers of the Post- 
graduate Society. 

b) We have never been con- 
sulted by the Postgraduate So- 
ciety with regard to its stand 
on this Constitution. 

c) We do not accept the 
stand taken by. Mr. Wolhuter 
and his colleagues. 

We are wholeheartedly in 
favour of the proposed consti- 
tutional amendments and we 
think that it is high time 
that, even though we arc pur- 
~ suing our studies in fields other 
than Law, the Medical Sciences 
or Divinity, we should be recog- 
nized as "first-class citizens" 
and be entitled to the same 
opportunities that all other 
McGill students enjoy. 'We do 
not think that an extra three 
dollars is too much to pay. 

We sincerely hope that when 
the Board of Governors takes 
up this matter they will have, 
through the publication of this 
. ■ letter, a broader insight into 
the wishes of Postgraduate stu- 
dents, and will accordingly treat 
the protest of the "Postgradir 
al<r Society" with the considéra 
tion that it merits.
